Its 
composer d.ed in 1874, without having en- 
joyed the fruition of his work. 
His sym- 
phony in F has made him known to this 
country. 


"The Taming of the Shrew" is an adapta- 
tion of Shakespeare's play of the same name. 
Piaygoers are familiar with it through a n 
abridgement, entitled "Katherine and Fetru- 
chio." 
The plot is a n antiqu3 one, founded 
on melieeval 
notions of womanhood and 
wooing. 
The governing principle is found 
in the old saw. "If you want a dog or a 
woman to like yott l)eat him or her." 
Katherin« and Bianca lu^ daughter« of 9 


rich gentleman of Paduah, named Baptbta. 
Bianca is of the conventional pattern of 
•well behaved, obedient and insipid young 
women, but Katherine is a fury. 
Lucentio 
and Hortensio, two proper young gentlenjien, 
love Bianca, but her father declares ^that 
she shall not m a r r y u n t d her elder sister is 
provided with a husband. 
The lovers are 
greatly put out a t this unfavorable turn of 
events. 


About this time Petruchio, with 
great 
wealth, and a will as strong a? a Homeric 
demi-god. comes along. 
He is tired of beinif 
wooed by women, and concludes that it 
would be capital pleasure to woo an unwill- 
ing maid. Petruchio has also a fertile brain- 
He at once puts the two discomforted lovers 
of Bianca in a position to go on with thfcir 
wooin<r, something they were not brilliant 
enough to thiiik of themselves. 
He induces 
them LO disguise themselves as teachers and 
engage to instruct Bianca. 
This plot works 
and Lucentio is the successful suitor. 
Petru- 
i chio declares his intention of proposing to 
! Katherine. 
Her father gives his consent, 
; b u t the tug of war is in getting Katherine's 
consent. 
She is furious a t his presumption, 
it he refuses to accept his dismissal, and 
uitstinately declares that he has been ao- 
I cepted, and fixe-; the wedding day. He 
• keep- her waiting on the bridal 
morning, 
i arrives late, indifferently clad, marries her 


and hustles her away before the wedding 
festivities have scarcely begun. 
"He subse- 
. quently 
breaks her temper and wins her 
j affection," as one critic expresses it, two 
• extraordinary things to do certainly, but 
all things are j>ossible in oi>era, 
which 
frequently distinguishes itself by getting as 
f a r from nature as fiction can go.

lentitled "Annihilating a Musician."' repre- 
sents a result ot her displeasure. • 'Tiie Shrew 
Brought to Terms"' depicts a scene in the 
process of "taming."

Italy V. i;l eventually be bani.shed from tho 
stage entu'ely.
